It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  work  progressed  satisfac- 
torily during  1961  on  the  building  of  the  new  block  at  the 
Bridgend  General  Hospital.  By  the  transfer  of  patients  to 
this  new  block  when  completed,  the  demolition  of  the  older 
part  of  the  Bridgend  General  Hospital  can  then  be  carried 
out.  Some  of  the  older  buildings  of  the  hospital  have  been 
in  existence  for  about  100  years,  either  as  a workhouse  or 
General  Hospital  and  are  therefore,  in  the  light  of  modern 
thought,  unsuitable  for  both  patients  and  staff. 

3.  — Services  provided  by  Government  Departments : — 

The  Local  Offices  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance 
the  National  Assistance  Board  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  National  Service  are  housed  at  Angel  Street,  Bridgend, 
(Tel.

6.  — Care  of  the  Aged. 

In'  1957  the  Old  People’s  Hall  at  Angel  Street,  Bridgend, 
was  completed  at  a cost  of  approximately  £8,000. 

On  completion,  this  hall  was  handed  over  to  the 
Bridgend  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  who  will  be 
responsible  for  bearing  the  day  to  day  running  costs,  the 
Council  being  responsible  for  the  loan  charges  on  the 
building  and  for  the  payment  of  an  honorarium  to  the 
secretary. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Council  continued  to  provide 
a’t  their  Civic  Restaurant,  lunches  for  old  age  pensioners  at 
a reduced  coSt.  This  facility  is  of  particular  benefit  to  aged 
persons  living  on  their  own,  who  are  thus  able  to  have  at 
least  one  good  meal  a day. 

7.  — National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

(a)  Section  50  — Burial  of  the  Dead. 

No  action  was  required  under  this  section  during 
the  year  under  review. 

(b)  Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  need 
of  Care  and  Attention. 

An  elderly  married  couple  were  found  to  be  in 
need  of  care  and  attention.  It  became  necessary  to 
refer  one  of  the  patties  for  action  under  the 
Mental  Health  Act,  the  remaining  person  being 
, persuaded  to  go  to  live  with  his  son. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  home  and  clinic  treat- 
ment of  Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh 
Trail,  CheSt  Physician,  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend, 
(Tel.  No.  Bridgend  2345).  In  his  work  Dr.  Trail  is  assisted 
by  an  assistant  Chest  Physician.  The  Chest  Physicians  are 
also  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation 
Hospital. 

As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  the  incidence  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  continues  to  be  stationary,  except  that 
the  cases  are  now  occurring  in  a higher  age  group,  and  are 
responding  well  to  treatment.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


1. — Water  Supply. 

Your  Council  is  not  at  present  a constituent  member 
of  the  Board,  Application,  however,  has  been  made  for 
membership  and  neg'otiations  are  proceeding  between  the 
authorities  concerned  to  bring  this  about. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  two  sources  (a)  an  under- 
ground stream  at  Schwyll  and  (b)  the  gaJthering  ground  at 
Dimbath. 

(a)  Schwyll.  This  supply  is  plentiful  and  there  is  no 
danger  of  shortage.  The  only  objection  to  this  supply  is 
its  hardness.  The  water  is  treated  by  chlorination. 

(b)  Dimbath.  This  water  comes  from  the  upland 
gathering  ground  near  Blackmill,  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw 
District.  This  water  is  filtered,  and  has  the  advantage  of 
being  soft  water.  Nearly  400,000  gallons  of  water  pass 
through  these  filters  daily. 

No.  of  houses  without  a piped  water  supply — ^Nil. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new 
sources  of  supply. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Town  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  but  owing  to  the 
recent  building  schemes  in  your  area,  and  certain  parts  of 
the  Penybont  Rural  District,  your  sewers  are  now  almost 
at  maximum  capacity.  The  sewage  from  the  town  enters 
the  main  sewer  of  the  Penybont  Main  Sewerage  Board, 
which  finally  discharges  into  the  sea  aJt  Ogmore-by-Sea. 
Your  Council  is  a member  of  this  Board. 

For  several  years  the  renewal  of  the  main  sewer  has 
been  necessary.  The  cost  of  this  renewal  and  the  provision 
of  a treatment  works  in  the  region  of  £500,000. 

In  spite  of  the  urgency  to  overcome  the  serious 
pollution  of  the  sea  at  Ogmore^by-Sea,  there  continue  to  be 
legal  difficulties  preventing  the  commencement  of  the 
proposed  scheme. 
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3. — Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1961  the  number  of  closets  was

4. — ^Public  Cleansing. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff 
under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor. 

Refuse  and  street  sweepings  are  collected  daily  in  the 
town  area,  and  twice  weekly  in  the  remainder  of  the  dist- 
ridt. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  by  controlled  tippings  in  a dis- 
used quarry  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  town. 

The  tip  is  carefully  controlled  and  sealed  every  night. 

This  work  is  carried  out  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of 
the  Department. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  Work.

5.  — Cesspools. 

The  Cleansing  of  the  cesspools  is  carried  out,  free  of 
charge,  by  the  Council’s  staff  at  the  request  of  the  tenants. 

6.  — Public  Conveniences. 

The  Council  continues  to  be  very  concerned  over  the 
lack  of  adequate  public  conveniences  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
’bus  station. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 
1. — Shops. 

355  visits  were  paid  by  your  Inspectors  to  various 
dhops  in  the  area  and  improvements  were  carried  out  in 
16  instances. 
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2. — Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  not  a problem  in  your  area. 
A complaint,  however,  was  received  and  investigated  that 
obnoxious  fumes  and  black  smoke  was  being  discharged 
from  a local  works.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  in 
order  to  recover  copper  from  cables  it  was  the  practice  to 
burn  off  the  rubber  in  the  open  air.  ^ 

Following  a discussion  with  the  management  an  assur- 
ance was  given  that  the  practice  would  be  discontinued 
and  a suitaWe  incinerator  would  be  installed. 


3. — Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

A public  Open-Air  Swimming  Bath  was  opened  in  May, 
1938.  The  cost  w*as  £6,600.  The  capacity  of  the  bath  is 
186,000  gallons.  A filtration  plant  is  installed,  and  has  a 
six-hour  turn  over.  The  water  is  first  filtered,  then 
chlorinated,  then  aerated,  and  returned  to  the  bath. 

The  Swimming  Bath  was  regularly  inspected  and  2 
samples  of  water  were  taken  for  examination.  On  both 
occasions  the  samples  of  water  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 


4. — Disinfestation. 

Three  complaints  of  the  presence  of  bed  bugs  were 
received  and  16  minor  infestations  by  cockroaches,  ants  and 
wasps  were  repor^ted. 


5. — Removal  and  Destruction  of  Bedding. 

During  the  year  two  requests  were  received  to  remove 
and  destroy  articles  of  bedding  after  a death  from  Cancer. 

This  service  was  much  appreciated  by  the  several 
owners  owing  to  the  nuisance  caused  by  idle  burning  of  such 
articles  on  their  own  premises  in  an  urban  area. 


6. — Rodent  Control. 

A full-time  mdent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council, 
t^oinplaints  from  private  and  business  premises  were 
attended  to,  the  treatment  being  carried  out  free  of  charge 
m private  premises  but  the  cost  of  treatment  at  business 
and  commercial  premises  was  recovered.

Rent  Act,  1957. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  6Hi  July,  1957, 
and  follows  upon  the  Rent  and  Repairs  Act  of  1954.  The 
Act  has  two  purposes  in  that  it  frees  from  rent  control 
houses  (including  flats)  above  certain  levels  of  rateable 
value  and  secondly  allows  limited  increases  in  rents  of 
houses  Still  under  control.  Opportunity  is  given  tenants 
upon  whom  increases  of  rent  have  been  imposed,  of  obtain- 
ing general  repairs  sometimes  outside  the  purview  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts. 

1.  Application  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  re- 
ceived and  granted.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

1.  — Milk  Supply. 

The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  be  high. 
In  recent  years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  control 
of  the  risk  of  conveying  Tuberculosis  to  humans  through 
milk.  This  is  due  to  the  wide  distribution  of  pasteurised 
milk  and  to  the  progress  made  in  eradicating  the  disease 
from  dairy  herds. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
19(50,  the  licencing  of  milk  dealers  is  now  the  responsibility 
of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  for  the  area.  Dealer’s  licences  on,  or  after  1st. 
January  1961,  are  valid  for  five  years  and  will  be  renewable 
for  subsequent  quinquennial  periods. 

2.  — Ice  Cream. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  which 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1947,  prescribe  the  methods 
by  which  ice  cream  shall  be  manufactured.  Three  premises 
in  the  town  are  registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage 
and  sale  of  ice  cream,  and  thirty-seven  for  the  sale  and 
storage  of  ice  cream. 

3.  — Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

Your  inspectors  regularly  visited  food  shops  in  the 
area  to  insure  that  the  handling  and  distribution  of  food 
was  carried  out  hygienically  and  that  premises  and 
equipment  conformed  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations. 

4.  — ^Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Your  Council  owns  the  only  slaughterhouse  within  the 
district.  This  slaughterhouse  caters  not  only  for  the 
Bridgend  district  but  also  for  the  greater  part  of  the  Peny- 
bont  and  Porthcawl  districts. 

As  in  previous  years  a 100  per  cent,  meat  inspection 
service  was  provided. 

Mr.  Jenkins,  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  carries  out 
the  major  portion  of  this  inspection  and  he  reports  that  the 
amount  of  meat  condemned  due  to  tuberculosis  continues  to 
diminish. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  continues  to  rise. 
The  figure  recorded  for  1961  was  the  highest  figure  ever 
recorded.

An  examination  of  the  Table  of  the  Deaths  from 
Cancer  shows  that  out  of  35  deaths,  11  were  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lungs  or  bronchus.  The  respiratory  sytem  was  there- 
fore  the  main  site  for  this  disease. 

It  has  been  proved  beyond  doubt  through  national  sur- 
veys in  many  countries,  that  there  is  an  association  between 
cigarette  smoking  and  deaths  from  lung  cancer.  Many 
posters  were  displayed  in  public  places  bringing  this  fact 
to  the  notice  of  the  public,  in  order  to  impress  upon  them 
the  dangers  that  exist. 

The  most  important  Acts  coming  into  force  in  1961,  as 
far  as  the  Health  Department  was  concerned  were  the  Pub- 
lic Health  Act  1961  and  the  Housing  Act  1961. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  to  the  Council 
my  appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  by  the  Members  in 
matters  affecting  Public  Health  and  to  thank  Dr.  Kathleen 
Davies  and  Dr.  B.  T.  Jones  for  deputising  for  me  when 
required.  I should  also  like  to  thank  the  staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  particularly  Mr.  Manley,  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  the  other  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  assistance  during  the  year  and 
for  furnishing  me  with  the  necessary  figures  for  this 
Report.
